Treasure Island is set to accommodate tens of thousands of new residents by the early 2030s. How will they get around?

In 1939, the Army Corps of 


Engineers dredged tons of mud and 
rock to create Treasure Island, the 
centerpiece of the Golden Gate In- 
ternational Exposition. Today, this 
island made for pomp and pageantry is 
getting an even more massive — and, 
hopefully, lasting — renovation. 

The Treasure Island Development 
Authority’s building plan for Treasure 
Island could be as transformative as 
hot lava remaking Hawaii's Big Island. 
The overall scheme calls for 8,000 
new residential units, 140,000 square 
feet of commercial and retail space, 
100,000 square feet of new office 
space, and approximately 300 acres of 
parks and open space, all coming in at 
a whopping $5 billion, “depending on 
market conditions.” 

However high the cost of devel- 
oping Treasure Island ends up, this 
project is pushing ahead. In the next 
two decades, a new neighborhood will 
be dropped into the middle of the Bay, 
increasing the demand for more cars, 
buses, trains, ferries, scooters, and 
whatever new transport is trending 
in 20 years. (Mile-long zipline? Uber 
flying taxi?) 

Treasure Island was, of course, the 
region’s original airport, and traces 
of Pan-Am’s legacy remain in streets 
like Clipper Cove Way. (Clippers were 
the pre-Jet Age “flying boats” that 
dominated air travel in the 1920s and 
1930s.) But if the current scooter wars 
are any indication, it’s never too early 
to plan transportation for a project of 
this scale and cost. 

Rachel Hiatt, principal planner of 
the San Francisco County Transporta- 
tion Authority, says there’s one night- 
mare scenario to avoid at all costs: 
the possibility that these additional 
Treasure Island residents may choose 
to drive alone. 

SFCTA has a plan in mind to avoid 
that nightmare. The agency believes 
that at least 50 percent of the trips to 
and from the improved Treasure Island 
must be by “sustainable modes,” such 
as public transit, ride-share, or ferry. 

“We do not want to add car traffic 
to the Bay Bridge,” Hiatt tells SF Week- 
ly. Referring to the 25-Treasure Island 
bus, she adds, “There are only two ways 
to get to Treasure Island now: Muni 25 
or drive. The Muni 25 runs 24 hours 
from the temporary Transbay Termi- 
nal, and can be as quick as 12 minutes, 
depending on SoMa traffic.”

How will the thousands of people 
expected to move into new 
developments get to and from 
Treasure Island? 


To enforce this plan, the SFCTA 
is drafting a rule requiring that new 
residents will be required to purchase 
transit passes. A frequent, off-island 
shuttle to destinations not served by 
Muni is among several incentives to 
get residents out from behind the 
wheel. The planned on-off ramp 
from the Transbay Terminal will also 
allow buses to get right onto the Bay 
Bridge and avoid the SoMa conges- 
tion, according to Hiatt. 

According to the Treasure Island 
Transportation Plan, a congestion 
toll on the island will provide a “fi- 
nancial incentive to drivers to get 
out of their cars, particularly during 
peak hours.” Those funds will be 
dedicated to developing alternatives 
to driving. 

Hiatt also says ride-shares must 
become more accessible to Treasure 
Island residents. 

“Treasure Island residents have a 
very hard time getting ride-share like 
Lyft or Uber or a taxi on the island,” 
she says. “Even delivery services are 
hard to get. We want to make Trea- 
sure Island a more complete neigh- 
borhood.”

them in the first place. Joe Burgard, 
executive vice president of Red and 
White fleet, a private Bay ferry ser- 
vice dedicated to environmentally 
friendly travel, sees a San Francis- 
co-to-Treasure Island route as the 
perfect opportunity for a sustain- 
able, green commute. 

“The Treasure Island route to San 
Francisco is very short,’ Burgard tells 
SF Weekly. “Most of that passage will 
be spent in the approach and dock- 
ing rather than in the transit itself, 
which means you don’t need a lot of 
speed, so an all-electric ferry is defi- 
nitely possible.” 

Burgard says a number of all-elec- 
tric ferries are running in Northern 
Europe already, and the first of its kind 
in the US. will begin daily service this 
summer in Alabama on a car ferry. 

For such a short route, with only 
two boats operating, commuters might 
only have a 10- to 15-minute wait 
time for ferries between San Francisco 
and Treasure Island. And Burgard em- 
phasizes how modern technology has 
made ferries more environmentally 
sustainable than ever. 

“All lubricants that interface with 
the water on these new vessels are bio- 
degradable,” he says. “A floating dock 


on Treasure Island could take into 
account sea-level rise, and the Ferry 
Building has already raised its pier 
apron three feet for sea level rise.” 

The only environmental downside 
of ferries has been shore-side erosion 
by a ferry’s repeated wake against 
sensitive habitats, as well as the pos- 
sibility of striking marine mammals. 
But the ferry’s low speed would negate 
those impacts. 

And, unlike a road crowded with 
cars, there’s a “lot of water out there,” 
according to Burgard. 

Hiatt sees the upside in ferries over 
cars — “Ferries don’t get stuck in Bay 
Bridge traffic,” she says — but believes 
the answer to the transportation puz- 
zle lies in offering multiple options. 

“We see great opportunities fora 
green ferry,’ Hiatt says. “We are defi- 
nitely exploring this possibility.” 

But at the end of the day, “We still 
need multiple options. A ferry tends 
to be more expensive than a bus in 
terms of operation, because a ferry 
needs multiple people to operate it as 
opposed to one driver.” 

Eric Young, senior communications 
officer for the SFCTA, highlights his 
agency's recent Emerging Mobility 
Evaluation Report, a comprehensive 
review of the network of transporta- 
tion technologies available in the Bay 
Area, from electric buses to scooters 
to rideshares, as a field guide for what 
kinds of services we might see on Trea- 
sure Island. 

“Even though we have the goal of 
50 percent reduction of car traffic to 
and from Treasure Island, we are still 
preparing for more traffic,” Young 
says. “We expect there will be more 
vehicle traffic so we're replacing ex- 
isting off-ramps with new ones that 
can handle higher volumes of traffic. 

As far as the bicycle option goes, 
while it’s possible to cycle from 
Oakland to Treasure Island, no such 
option exists from San Francisco 
to Treasure Island yet, a void that 
the San Francisco Bicycle Coalition 
would love filled sooner rather than 
later. 

“San Francisco Bicycle Coalition 
has long advocated for an option for 
people to bike on the western span 
of the Bay Bridge — and to connect 
to the wonderful span on the eastern 
span of the Bay Bridge,” SFBC’s Ex- 
ecutive Director Brian Wiedenmeier 
tells SF Weekly. “And we hope that 
becomes a reality.” 

According to Wiedenmeier, 


the Metropolitan Transportation 
Commission has contracted a civil 
engineering firm, Arup, to design a 
western span for bicycles and walk- 
ers. Although these plans have been 
discussed for many years, the final 
design plan may be out as soon as 
June. 

“Early estimates are that up to 
10,000 people a day would use that 
path,” Wiedenmeier says. “Five miles 
on a bike might sound like a stretch 
for some folks, but there are many 
who do that already. And electric-as- 
sist bikes can now make that com- 
mute even easier for more people.” 

Wiedenmeier believes a new path 
could attract a whole new population 
of riders. 

“Think of how many thousands 
of tourists do the same thing on the 
Golden Gate every day,” he says. “I 
do a morning ride up Hawk Hill, and 
I see commuters coming in greater 
numbers than you might think. 

“Trying to retrofit the old bridge 
for a new use will be a challenge, but 
look at how many billions we spend 
on projects for cars,” he adds. “If you 
look at dollars spent or saved per 
trip, a bike/walk path will also save 
overcrowding on BART and traffic 
issues on the bridge.” 

While it’s important for transpor- 
tation agencies to look ahead, they’re 
not the only ones with power when 
it comes to the future of Treasure Is- 
land’s transportation. Regional Mea- 
sure 3, a $4.5 billion dollar transit 
bill that would raise tolls on the Bay 
Area’s seven state-owned bridges by 
$3 over six years, was up for review 
by voters on June 5. 

Although most of that money will 
go toward BART extensions, such as 
the link to Santa Clara, RM 3 may 
help with some Treasure Island trans- 
portation funding, potentially, as one 
of the funding options is for ferries. 
Another possibility for Treasure Island 
would be a stop on a second BART tube 
across the Bay, if that ever happens. 

Early projections have the popula- 
tion of Treasure Island swelling from 
about 2,500 to nearly 20,000 by 2032 
when the final stages of development 
are underway. Whether it’s by car, bus, 
ferry, bike, or even by foot, those new 
Treasure Island residents will need a 
way to come and go. And that need will 
affect the entire Bay Area.

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A Spin dockless 
electric scooter lays 
CCE @ ite 
Market Street.

Dockless scooters appeared in 
March to much controversy, and their 
sudden absence this week has created a 
sort of transportation armistice. 

That’s due to City Attorney Den- 
nis Herrera ordering scooters off 
the streets by June 4 while the San 
Francisco Municipal Transportation 
Authority accepts applications for its 
one-year pilot permit program. If the 
three major companies — Lime, Bird, 
and Spin — do not comply with the 
temporary ban, scooters found by city 
agencies will be confiscated and used 
as evidence, Herrera said at a press 
conference in May. 

Since e-scooters landed on city 
streets three months ago, officials 
have received 1,800 complaints about 
them blocking sidewalks, bus stops, 
and doorways. This flood of civic ire 
spurred Herrera to issue the cease-and- 
desist letters — and the Department 
of Public Works has collected about 
500 wayward scooters ever since they 
appeared. 

Inconvenience aside, scooters 
have even become another symbol of 
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displacement and anger against tech 
companies that “move fast and break 
things,” a once-proud Facebook motto 
that spread. Just one week after the 
pilot program was announced, ten- 
ants-rights activists blocked at least 
nine tech buses at Valencia and 16th 
streets using a pile of e-scooters they 
collected and set ablaze, the Examiner 
reported. 

Through the upcoming pilot pro- 
gram, the city will settle what perma- 
nent circumstances could allow the 
e-scooters to become a positive, emis- 
sion-free addition to the transporta- 
tion network as the companies touted. 

Under the program, companies are 
responsible for ensuring their cus- 
tomers abide by local and state laws, 
like riding on the street and wearing 
helmets. In turn, their customers must 
clearly know the data that is being 
collected by the companies, and be of- 
fered a chance to opt out. 

Up to 1,250 scooters will be per- 
mitted for deployment in the first six 
months, and should things go well, 
another 1,250 may be added for the 
remaining six months. After that first 
year, the SFMTA will decide whether to 
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keep the program, change it, expand it, 
or kill it altogether. 

And it doesn’t come cheap — al- 
though Lime has reportedly just re- 
ceived a cash infusion of $250 million, 
Axios reports. The SFMTA is charging 
$5,000 for the application fee, $25,000 
for the permit fee, and another 
$10,000 for backup enforcement costs. 
Only five companies will be chosen — 
and the bad behavior shown during 
the unexpected trial run will not be 
forgotten. 

“T think their past performance will 
be a good indicator of future perfor- 
mance and their ability to be compli- 
ant,” said SFMTA Director Ed Reiskin. 

Scooter supporters can expect to 
ride them again by the end of June, 
when the SFMTA hopes to select per- 
mit holders. Scooter skeptics, on the 
other hand, will no doubt be keeping 
311 handy, in the event that someone 
scoots by them while staring at their 
phone.

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Divisive New 
Bayview Ad 
Campaign 
Launches

The black-and-white ads ap- 


peared on bus shelters around the city 
over the weekend, and by Monday, 
Twitter was all aflutter with opinions. 

“Can anyone fix this?” tweeted 
activist Nancy Pili, with an image 
of a white, shaggy-haired, sunglass- 
es-bedecked man adorned with the 
phrase “I AM BAYVIEW.” 

The image is of eight-year Bay- 
view resident Brian McMullen, but 
when spotted alone in the wild by 
people who don't know he’s part of 
the neighborhood, the ad brought 
back unpleasant memories of an 
offensive advertising campaign 
launched by the Bayview’s new 
luxury Waterbend Apartments in 
2017. “Come grow with us as Bay- 
view becomes the next Mission,” 
read the front page of that web- 
site, as an African-American man 
watches a petite white woman lift 
weights. 

Supervisor Malia Cohen blasted 
the development company at the 
time, calling it “cultural appropria- 
tion at its worst.”

But Cohen supports this new 
photographic campaign, and once 
you read the full description, it’s 
easy to understand why. Photogra- 
phers George McCalman and Jason 
Madara spent last summer taking 
pictures of Bayview residents for a 
campaign about the neighborhood’s 
diversity. The 29 posters were in- 
stalled on June 1, on every Muni 
stop along Third Street. 

“The TAM BAYVIEW campaign 
is a wake-up call for San Francisco 
to acknowledge an invisible neigh- 
borhood within our city, generally 
only referred to with negative 
connotations by people unfamiliar 
with its vibrancy,’ Cohen said ina 
statement. “The diverse portraits 
celebrate the multidimensional 
community of longtime residents 
and business owners. I AM BAY- 
VIEW showcases that the Bayview 
is not monolithic, celebrates its 
Black artistic and activist history, 
and also highlights the many #5SF- 
makers who call Bayview home.” 

Nevertheless, in a city that’s a 
little gun-shy about advertisers 
rebranding, whitewashing, and gen- 
trifying neighborhoods, the ads can 
certainly appear offensive taken out 
of context. 

Twitter user @thechefcarter put 
it well. “The series is BEAUTIFUL 
but giant posters of white people 
saying I am Bayview is going to 
hurt and piss off a lot of people ... 
we love all of our neighbors, but 
it’s important to preserve the com- 
munity especially when most of us 
can't live here anymore.”

Scott Wiener and 
Compassionate 
Care 


The state senator drafts a bill 
that would exempt not-for-profit 
medical cannabis donation 
programs from state taxes. 


There are many flaws to be 
found in Proposition 64, but one of the 
most egregious oversights was a failure 
to ensure that compassionate-care 
programs would not be taxed out of ex- 
istence. These not-for-profit programs, 
which provide free cannabis to serious- 
ly ill and disadvantaged patients, pre- 
ceded the modern marijuana industry. 
Before there were snazzy dispensaries 
and designer vaporizers, San Francis- 
co’s pot was largely provided for free 
by the likes of activist Dennis Peron 
and others who saw the merit in using 
marijuana as medicine. 

Proven to ease the ailments of those 
suffering from AIDS, cancer, glaucoma, 
and other illnesses, cannabis remains 
vital for those who can’t afford to pay 
rising retail prices. In what a press 
release from the office of Sen. Scott 
Weiner describes as “an ambiguity in

the drafting of Prop. 64,” the law cur- 
rently does not allow for cannabis to 
be designated for compassionate use. 
This means marijuana that retailers or 
cultivators donate to compassionate 
care patients is unable to avoid hefty 
state taxes. 

Wiener wants to amend this error 
with SB 829, a bill that would ensure 
compassionate-care programs are not 
required to pay state taxes intended 
for businesses. Announced on May 
24, SB 829 has already received the 
support of organizations like the Drug 
Policy Alliance, Cal NORML, and Weed 
for Warriors. 

Speaking with SF Weekly, Wiener 
concedes that in the push to legalize 
cannabis, the fate of compassion- 
ate-care programs was overlooked. 

“It’s an issue that I had heard 
a little bit about during the 
Prop. 64 campaign,” he says, 

“but we were also focused on 
the bigger picture of just getting 
cannabis legalized, so it didn’t 
get as much attention as it de- 
served. This year, we’ve started 
following the issue and looking 
at how to solve it.” 

Wiener says that while the 
patients he’s spoken with haven't 
lost their access to compassion- 
ate care yet, “they see it coming.” 
He’s also heard from several 
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collectives that have been forced to 
close their doors since the taxes were 
implemented at the start of 2018. 
Prior to introducing SB 829, Wiener 
says his initial hope was to recti- 

fy the oversight by amending the 
state’s budget. 

“That’s the easiest way to get 
stuff like this enacted,” he explains, 
“but that didn’t happen. So as soon 
as we Saw it wasn't going to go into 
the budget, we introduced the bill.” 

So how will SB 829 work should 
it become law? In essence, it calls 
for the creation of a non-commercial 
license that qualified compassion- 
ate-care programs can operate under. 
Once California’s Bureau of Cannabis 
Control certifies a program, it can 
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then receive untaxed donations of 
cannabis and distribute it to patients. 

In addition to the outside support of 
cannabis policy groups, SB 829 is co-au- 
thored by Assemblymember Jim Wood 
(D-Healdsburg). Wiener also shares that 
he is garnering bipartisan support with- 
in the state Senate. 

“We're going to have several Repub- 
lican co-authors come onto the bill, as 
well as Democrats,” he says. “This is defi- 
nitely not a partisan issue.” 

SB 829 is far from the first time 
Wiener has engaged in cannabis-related 
policy. Back in November, he criticized 
San Francisco’s Board of Supervisors for 
proposing zoning rules that he saw as 
an indirect effort to limit the number of 
dispensaries in the city.

He believes that things have im- 
proved in the months since he ex- 
pressed his concerns. 

“T think things are progressing in 
the city,” he says. “We were able to 
work with the Board of Supervisors 
and come up with zoning for cannabis 
that wasn’t my ideal approach but is 
certainly much better than what was 
originally proposed. It was a positive 
step.” 

Speaking of the steps that will need 
to be taken in order to truly solidify 
the regulations and policies surround- 
ing legalized cannabis, Wiener ac- 
knowledges that bills like SB 829 are 
but one of many changes that will be 
required before the industry can truly 
flourish. 

“Legalizing cannabis was step one,” 
he says. “There’s going to be significant 
cannabis-related policy work happen- 
ing for years and years. I’m confident 
that it will be a central issue in the 
legislature every year. It’s definitely 
an issue that’s important to me, that’s 
important to San Francisco, and that 
we ve got to get right.”

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Texting isn’t the only 
illegal phone activity 


while driving

This week's question comes from Sandra 
in the Upper Haight, who writes: 


Q: “Chris, can you settle a matter for me? 
My best friend and | share a car. She is new 
to The City and constantly holds her phone 
while driving to check directions. When she 
is not doing that, she uses Spotify on her 
phone to listen to music through the car's 
speakers. | love her dearly and don't want 
her to cause or be ina crash. | have told her 
she can't use the phone tn her hand while 
driving. She claims it’s only illegal to hold 
the phone to talk or text. Is she right?” 


A: Sandra, your friend's understanding of 
the law Is incorrect. 


Before discussing the law, even If your 
friend's phone use was legal, it is extremely 
dangerous. More than 11,000 drivers and 
passengers are annually killed or injured in 
traffic collisions involving distracted driving 


in California. And distracted driving is on 
the rise. Nearly 13 percent of the state's 
drivers were seen talking, texting or using 
a cellphone in some manner during a study 
conducted last year by the state Office of 
Traffic Safety, compared to 9 percent in 
2015. 

Taking your eye off the road for even a 
few seconds can result in a devastating 
crash. It takes 4.6 seconds to read or type 
the average text message. Just three sec- 
onds of driving at 65 mph is far enough to 
travel 100 yards, or the length of a football 
field. Most crashes happen with less than 2 
seconds of reaction time. 

Using a hands-free device — such as 
speakerphone, an earpiece, ear buds or the 
car's communications system — does not 
make driving safe. In fact, research shows 
that headset mobile phone use while driv- 
ing is not substantially safer than handheld 
use. Drivers need to have their eyes on the 
road, hands on wheel and mind on driving. 
It's a myth that drivers can multitask well. 
There is no safe way to make a call or text 
while driving. 

since 2011, it has been illegal to drive a 


vehicle while using a phone unless also us- 
ing Bluetooth or other hands-free technol- 
ogy. Furthermore, drivers under the age of 
18 may not drive while using a phone — 
even if it is equipped with a hand-free ser- 
vice. Both statutes contain exceptions for 
making a call in an emergency. 

California had another statute that fo- 
cused on texting while driving. It was illegal 
to write, send or read a text while driving 
unless the driver was using the phone with 
voice-operated and hands-free technology. 

The statute was written before phone 
applications came into common use. Thus, 
it was legal to drive while scrolling through 
the phone's music playlist, searching for 
nearby restaurants, viewing status updates 
on Facebook or reading a Twitter feed. In 





People v. Spriggs (2014), the appellate court 
found a driver did not violate California Ve- 
hicle Code in accessing and using a naviga- 
tion application on his phone while driving. 
The prior text was replaced last year with a 


new statute that became effective on Jan. 1. 


It remains illegal to drive a vehicle while 
holding and operating a phone (or any type 
of “electronic wireless communications de- 
vice”) unless It is “specifically designed and 
configured to allow voice-operated and 
hands-free operation, and It is used in that 
manner while driving.” The broad loophole 
in state law allowing drivers to access the 
internet or use applications while holding 
the phone in their hand, however, has been 
eliminated. 

A driver may use his or her hand to oper- 
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ate a phone while driving only if (1) the 
phone Is mounted on the vehicle's wind- 
shield use in the same manner as state 
law allows for portable GPS devices to be 
mounted or is affixed to a vehicle's dash- 
board or center console in a manner that 
does not hinder the driver's view of the 
road; and (2) “the driver's hand is used to 
activate or deactivate a feature or func- 
tion of the handheld wireless telephone 
or wireless communications device with 
the motion of a single swipe or tap of the 
driver's finger.” 
sandra, to comply with the law, your 
friend needs to buy a bracket and properly 
mount the phone in the car. Even then, she 
cannot enter an address into the phone 
navigation app while driving. She must do 
this prior to driving or pull over, stop driving 
and then input the address. Likewise, she 
cannot actively use Spotify while driving. In- 
stead, she should set her playlist before- 
hand and let it run. 

Finally, even though the new statute 
closes an important loophole in phone use 
while driving, it is still best to turn the 
phone off or put It away while driving. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of serious injury crashes 
occur across America each year due to driv- 
ers distracted by calls, emails, texts and in- 
creasingly social media and other 
applications on their phones.

“I’m not a disco performer,” 
Evelyn “Champagne” King says, defin- 
itively. “The person who discovered me 
didn’t write a disco song. ‘Shame’ was 
in the disco era, but they consider it a 
dance song.” 

It’s a popular misconception, but it 
also applies to her best-known song, 
the summer-jam-of-1982 “Love Come 
Down,’ which reached No. 1 on both 
the R&B and Dance charts. 

But, she says, “I don’t just do dance 
music. ’'m an R&B pop artist. That’s 
what I’ve always been known for.” 

King will perform twice over Pride 
weekend, first at the main stage along 
with acts like Korean-American house 
artist Yaeji, Our Lady J, and Lelf, 
the androgynous rapper from whom 
Macklemore essentially stole “Thrift 
Shop.” King’s second time around is 
almost certainly going to be more fun, 
and not merely because the audience 
will include fewer drunk teens in rain- 
bow tutus. Hard French Hearts Los 
Homos, the mostly-retired soul party’s 
annual post-Pride fest, booked her to 
play at Mezzanine on Sunday, June 24, 
where she'll grace the same stage that 
Ronnie Spector performed last year — 
and Genesis P-Orridge the year before. 

The story of King’s discovery is al- 
most too good to be believed. She was 
raised in a tight-knit musical family in 
South Philadelphia, among many broth- 
ers and sisters, all of whom participated 
in what she calls “King amateur hour.” 

“We would have it at home, every- 
body getting up and getting ready to do 
their performances,” she says. “It was al- 
most like looking at the Michael Jackson 
story — of course, except my dad wasn’t 
as harsh.” 

King herself was in a band by age 14. 
Her father was a maintenance worker 
at Philadelphia International Records, 
where her mother was a cleaning wom- 
an and occasional receptionist. One 
evening, her sister fell ill and couldn't 
accompany her mother, so King went 
instead. 

“No one was supposed to be there. No 
one, she says. “My mom said, ‘Let’s get 
in and get out.’ She would hum while she 
was working and I would sing while I was 
working, I was singing a song by Sam 
Cooke, ‘A Change Is Gonna Come. ” 

A change certainly did come, in that 
the producer T. Life happened to be 
working late and found King pushing a 
vacuum cleaner.

‘Just being singled out by them 
hearing me, that was like a Cinderella 
story, she says. “I was 14 when I got 
discovered. I was 15 going on 16 when I 
started touring.” 

Hers was a family act, with her par- 
ents taking turns as her road manager 
and her sister Wanda — who she’d 
filled in for while cleaning the record 
company offices — singing background 
and handling King’s makeup. (Wanda 
passed away in 2015, almost two de- 
cades after King lost both her parents 
and a brother in rapid succession.) 

It was because of her family that 
King got her nickname. Her mother 
called her “Bubbles” because she blew 
spit bubbles as a baby, and the name 
stuck to this day. At the beginning 
of her career, the name Evelyn King 
sounded “too grown-up,’ and an 
impromptu conference among her 
parents and T. Life batted around ideas 
before landing on the one that fit. 
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Champagne for Everyone! 









“We were trying to decide what 
we could put in between it,” King 
says. ‘I’m very bubbly, and they said, 
‘Champagne, that’s it, that’s her” RCA 
took it out for a little while but I didn’t 
request that. When I was on the road, 
they did it — and when I came home 
and saw my record said ‘Evelyn King, I 
was like, “Who's this?’ I was very upset, 
and I told them to put it back because 
the fans made my name where it was 
going, which was up. So they put it 
back and I kept it ever since.” 

Curiously, King doesn’t care much 
for Champagne by itself apart from 
celebratory moments. (“I like mimosas 
for breakfast,” she says. “I like red wine 
better.”) She claims that Patti LaBelle 
is her idol, owing mostly to LaBelle’s 
on-stage energy — and while Prince is 
a close runner-up, Chaka Khan is her 
“vocal idol.” 

“When I was in a local band, I was 
singing Chaka Khan songs, and when 
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we worked together it was the most 
amazing thing, because your heart 

is fluttering,” she says. “She’s just a 
beautiful soul. She’s a great person to 
work with — and she’s an awesome 
entertainer. We get older and we learn 
from our peers, but I’m telling you, I 
just love me some Chaka Khan. 

“When I first worked with her, I 
was in shock,” she adds. “Like, ‘Really? 
I’m on the same bill?’ ’'ve never been 
nervous to hit the stage, ever. Even as 
a little girl, this is what I dreamed.” 

So Chaka Khan is the only person 
that ever made Evelyn “Champagne” 
King get stage fright? 

“It was only nerves because I was 
standing right next to her,” she insists. 

If you've never seen King live be- 
fore, a detour through YouTube yields 
some dazzling gems. Her 1982 Soul 
Train performance of “Betcha She 
Don’t Love You” is wonderful on the 
merits, but she also happens to be

wearing some killer boots, Afro-Fu- 
turist shades not unlike what Cyclops 
from the X-Men wears, and a dynamite 
sparkly gold jumpsuit. 

“T was younger and I was shy,” King 
remembers. “I wasn’t afraid, but I was 
shy. That was me being very calm and 
doing my song — but when [ hit the 
stage, I’m very energetic. I have a little 
more meat on my bones, but I’m still 
bubbly. I’m just me, and I just enjoy 
what I do. 

“You're going to see what I do,” she 
adds. “I will be turning 58 on July the 
first, so things that people don’t do at 
25, I can do. I get down — let’s put it 
like that.”

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Meat the Dancers 


The binary-smashing Fresh Meat Festival returns for 2018, this time with a rock opera and plenty of bachata.

“The opposite of being gay for pay in 
porn is being straight for pay in dance,” says Fresh 
Meat Productions founder and artistic director 
Sean Dorsey. “So many men are bi, queer, or gay in 
dance, and they all have to play straight on stage. 
Every single ballet duet on stage by any ballet com- 
pany is heterosexual, and it floors me in 2018 that 
that’s still true.” 

In a climate where an awareness of the effects 
of toxic masculinity has grown more acute, it 
sounds strange to call out choreography for its role 
in perpetuating it. After all, irrespective of their 
sexual orientations, most male-identified dancers 
are probably more accustomed to being called a 
sissy by meathead jocks than to being equated 
with those meathead jocks. Perverse though it 
sounds, it’s actually further proof of just how 
hardwired the gender binary is in quote-unquote 
high culture. 

That’s right: Ballet isn’t nearly queer enough, 
something the Fresh Meat Festival aims to 
correct. A three-day (June 14-16) celebration 
at Z Space, primarily of dance and primarily by 
bodies that are considered “other,” this year’s 
iteration — the 17th — includes same-sex ball- 
room champions and a transgender rock opera. 
The idea, Dorsey emphasizes, is not so much to 
transpose genders on stage and have male-iden- 
tified people dancing “female” parts (or vice 
versa) but to broaden the very concept of what 
is considered laudable within the wider dance 
world, which has ossified along the gender binary 
in almost all aspects. To that end, Fresh Meat in- 
cludes work by and for transgender artists as well 
as by “queer, disabled dance pioneers” and artists 
toiling at the intersection of gender and race. 

“T want the dance field to reflect the rich vari- 
ety of humans that exist in our society,” Dorsey 
says. Right now, we have the tiniest, narrow 
band of bodies being represented, which benefits 
no one. Everyone loses when we champion only 
the gender binary with no flexibility.” 

That people who have been relegated to the 
margins of performance have, in Z Space, a 
14,000-square-foot venue is no small feat. To 
Dorsey’s knowledge, zero companies in the Bay 
Area have trans-identified people on their boards 
or in other positions of leadership. That means 
no one to steer funding and other resources 
toward festivals like Fresh Meat (or to other 
endeavors meant as correctives) without a lot of 
vocal prodding. 

Among the dozen-plus performers are the duo 
Jahaira Fajardo and Angelica Medina, winners 
of the 2015 Ladies Latin Division of the World 
Latin Dance Cup, who return to Fresh Meat hav- 
ing founded an academy called Quisqueya. Alice 
Sheppard and Laurel Lawson will make the West 
Coast premiere of an excerpt of Descent, a full- 
length work that reimagines the myth of Venus 
and Andromeda as an interracial love story — 
with the two principals dancing while in and out 


of their wheelchairs. And Toby MacNutt speaks 
of his work as a duet with his crutches, Dorsey 
explains, using them, not merely for balance and 
for locomotion but also visually, in terms of neg- 
ative space. 

“As a curator, I’m really excited about the 
intersections between bodies that are trans and 
bodies that are disabled, because these are all 
powerful bodies that are constantly being told 
that we don’t belong in dance or that our bodies 
aren't right to dance,” Dorsey says. “I know this 
personally as an able-bodied trans dancer. I still 
hear it every day of my life.” 

Rather than signing on to what is sometimes 
called the “transgender moment,’ Dorsey prefers 
to think of the crisis in the field as a “cisgender 
moment,” in that cisgender people are coming 
to understand themselves as cisgender and not 
as some default setting from which trans people 
merely deviate. (A roughly analogous phenom- 
enon began to occur 10 to 20 years ago as het- 
erosexual people came to think of themselves as 
straight — as opposed to merely, well, “people.”) 
A bit like the Catholic Church’s inability to come 
to a full reckoning with homosexuality because 
the entire institution is just so damn gay, mod- 
ern dance and ballet have “yet to recognize how 
almost completely cisgender and heteronormative 
the field is, to the exclusion of gender-nonconform- 
ing and queer bodies.” 

Dorsey adds that, “There are very tangible, 
multiple barriers that are actively keeping us out of 
dance studios, out of theaters, from getting grants, 
from getting press coverage, from getting jobs of 
leadership. ... It means audiences aren't seeing 
trans people dance on stage, which again tells cis- 
gender people that we don’t have the expertise or 
the training or the beauty required for that, and it 
tells trans audiences that they don’t belong here.” 

Nothing can repair this situation quite like the 
bombast of a rock opera, perhaps the least meek 
genre of performance known to humanity — and 
The Red Shades has enough of a San Francisco con- 
nection to press the point even further. The story 
of a teenage trans girl named Ida who runs away 
and joins a gang of trans superhero squatters in the 
mid-1960s Tenderloin who use their magic powers 
to fight the cops, it’s one big love letter to solidarity, 
and it puts trans people of color front-and-center. 

“It’s a rock opera, classically, in the sense that 
all the dialogue and monologues are sung, and 
it’s a rock opera in that there’s a rock band and su- 
per-high energy,” Dorsey says. “It’s loud, beautiful, 
and it has incredible musicians. 

“It’s really rare in trans and queer spaces to have 
a really high level of dance presented,” he adds. 
“For over a decade, it’s felt like this amazing family 
reunion.”

Rae Senarighi’s series of 12 portraits at Strut depicts 
gender-nonconforming people in a radiant light.

Instagram is typically where people 
portray themselves in their best light — or, 
barring that, they make that scrunched-up, 
asymmetrical facial expression that always 
seems to get lots of likes in selfies. It’s not 
uncommon for people to scroll through the 
explore function and have a few judicious 
likes end up in a face-to-face meeting — 
platonic or otherwise — but it’s a bit rarer 
for a selfie to result in a proper portrait. 

But that’s how Portland graphic 
designer and muralist Rae Senarighi 
chose to operate for his first exhibit of 
large-scale portraits, “TRANSCEND,” 
at Strut through the end of June. The 
12 subjects are all transgender or gen- 
der-nonconforming, and until the show’s 
opening on Friday, June 1, the only one 
who Senarighi had met in real life was the 
first person he painted, a personal friend. 

Olympian duathlete Chris Mosier, the 
first out trans person to compete on the 
U.S. National team in a gender other than 
the one they were assigned at birth, flew 
in from the Olympic training camp just 
for the event. 

“He was there, and one of the most 
touching parts was watching this 
12-year-old trans kid get to take selfies 
from him and buy a poster from him,” 
Senarighi says. “He and I are are raising 
money for the Ali Forney Center [a New 
York nonprofit for homeless LGBTQ 
teenagers], so this kid’s parents surprised 
him with going to the show and getting to 
meet Chris.” 

Although he took up portraiture only 
in the last few years, Senarighi has a very 
specific approach. Commissioned to do a 
mural on a new building in Portland, he 
painted it with “random colors and geo- 
metric shapes” before adding six LGBTQ 
individuals painted in black over the 
multi-colored hues. It didn’t work. 

“It felt dated and old, and not like 
they were living people,” Senarighi says, 
“so [just changed in the middle of that 
mural, that I was going to paint these 
rainbow people in rainbow colors, and it 
just flowed out of me.” 

Contacting people with professional 
photographs of them, via Instagram, was 
the next logical step for a similar project. 
A diverse group of people, the subjects 
of “TRANSCEND” are shown smiling or 
defiant, up close (as from a head shot) 
or with their torsos in full view. The por- 


traits are big, too, ranging from 36 by 36 
inches to 72 by 96. 

Senarighi depicts clothes in grayscale, 
using only black paint on a white canvas 
and — apart from the cloud-and-sky back- 
grounds — restricting the use of color to 
the subjects’ faces, hair, and skin, where 
it’s nothing short of riotous. Overall, it’s a 
very deliberate move, since several individ- 
uals — in particular, the Indian-American 
performance artist and educator Alok 
Vaid-Menon and the South African musi- 
cian Umlilo — are fashion leaders with a 
highly developed sense of style. 

“I didn’t want their clothing to compete 
with them,” Senarighi says. “I want them 
to be the subjects of this show. ... If their 
outfit is super-red, then that would change 
how we read the color, but I try to show 
their attire as much respect as I could.” 

Regarding the backgrounds, he adds 
that, “I kind of realized that we as trans 
people are constantly told not to take up any 
space: ‘Don’t even go out in public because 
you can't use the bathroom.’ And I thought, 
‘Oh, this is a simple thing. They just need to 
be standing in a vast blue sky.’ ” 

Curator Baruch Porras-Hernandez notes 
that Senarighi, who identifies as non-bina- 
ry and prefers the honorific Mx., is the first 
trans artist to be given the main space at 
Strut for one of its 12 yearly exhibits. He 
adds that the call for artists at Castro’s sex- 
ual health-oriented community space, for- 
merly known as Magnet when it was located 
in a smaller space around the block on 18th 
Street, remains open through Aug. 31. 

There is another facet of “TRANSCEND” 
that’s especially noteworthy. It comes at 
a moment when increased awareness of 
the lived experience of transgender people 
has brought about a sensitivity about the 
prurient, tabloid-y matters that pertain to 
transitioning. Senarighi’s insistence on the 
physicality and intimacy of trans bodies 
is a response to their erasure in the public 
sphere. 

“T want to treat every single one of these 
human beings with as much respect as | 
would if I were painting royalty,” he says. 
“In the future, my goal is to do some work 
like this, but take the photos myself and 
work with them, or with a photographer, 
and take some people who aren't so famous 
— but just living their lives.”

Her Name Is Rio and She Dances on Your Grave 





Blame It on Bianca Del Rio might be the most brazen attempt to dispense advice ever written.

“I know what you got on your 
SATs,” Bianca Del Rio says in her act. 
“Ketchup.” 

The Los Angeles drag queen with 
the oversized stripes of white eye- 
liner on her lower lids is one of the 
most vicious insult comics around. A 
quick-witted demon who talks at three 
times dictation speed, she regularly ap- 
pears in San Francisco — often as part 
of Peaches Christ Productions’ drag 
remakes of pop-culture icons, such 
as Sheetlejuice, and most recently at 
Clusterfest — and she’s put out a new 
book in which she dispenses 250 pages 
of tough love. 

Interspersed with digs at celebrities 
and some delightfully vulgar life-hacks, 
like “Chew with your legs closed,” 
Blame It on Bianca Del Rio: The Expert on 
Nothing with an Opinion on Everything is a 
brutally hilarious compendium of off-kil- 
ter advice. Some of it has almost certain- 
ly been written in response to fabricated 
questions, but the whole shebang show- 
cases the can’t-keep-her-mouth-shut-so- 
why-even-try approach of the RuPaul's 
Drag Race Season 6 winner. 

If you're the kind of person who’s 
invested in comedy primarily as a site 
of the culture wars, you may want to 
steer clear, because offensive jokes 
burst out of this book like sheafs of 
paper napkins from an overfilled dis- 
penser. But between the downward 
punches aimed at the overweight and 
the developmentally disabled are with- 
ering zingers and moments of worldly 
wisdom. 

In reply to the woman who wanted 
to know what to do about her otherwise 
lovely husband who calls female servers 
“Honey,” Del Rio said to call all male 
servers “Hotcakes” or “Horsecock” so 
that hubby gets the point. For the guy 
wondering what to do about a wedding 
invitation that specifies “No gifts,” she 
helps him avoid looking like “a cheap 
fuck.” And the photo spreads are hilari- 
ous, particularly one of Del Rio in nude 
hose sunning herself next to a dumpster 
with a spritzer on the asphalt. 

On a morning when she was about 
to go to the Container Store and had not 
been informed that SF Weekly would be 
calling, Del Rio graciously agreed to elab- 
orate on a book she calls “rotted as hell.” 

Writing Blame It on Bianca Del Rio was 
hardly a life goal, partly because “the day 
[have a goal is the day that it’s over. I 
think that’s a little too literal for me.” But 
she was delighted to take up the project 


because it would allow her to write the 
most ridiculous comments she could. 

“T look at it this way,” she says. “If 
people are asking a 42-year-old drag 
queen for advice, they deserve whatever 
advice they’re going to get. I’m the big- 
gest joke there is. I'm a man in a wig, not 
by any means trying to get away with 
being feminine. It’s the packaging for the 
foolishness. I make fun of myself before I 
make fun of anyone else.” 

In that sense, the book is much more 
an extension of her stage show than 
of anything attached to her work with 
RuPaul or the two Hurricane Bianca films. 
Del Rio believes that worrying about 
whether someone's feelings have been 
hurt portends the death of comedy, and 
she contrasts her flair for saying virtually 
anything to someone’s face against the in- 
ternet-enabled tendency to lash out anon- 
ymously. Perhaps surprisingly, though, 

Del Rio doesn’t hunger for the return of 
old-school, decades-long public feuds. She 
simply misses the old days. 

“There's a group that’s bothered by 
everything which is why you just have to 
not give a shit from the get-go,” she says. “I 
think I fall into that weird category where 
I'm of a certain age where I remember 
Joan Rivers and Don Rickles and people 
that were intelligent and funny and enter- 
taining. ... [remember when drag queens 
were a good time. Now it’s ‘Oh, you can't 
say that!’ I laugh at that shit. I say whatever 
I want to say. You don't have to like it, and 
that’s completely OK. You can get the fuck 
up and you can walk out and you can tweet 
whatever you want. I don't care. But light- 
en the fuck up, motherfuckers. Look who's 
president.” 

Regarding Joan Rivers, her most direct 
comedic antecedent, Del Rio met her 
a number of times. In the book, she 
reveals the four pieces of advice Rivers 
gave her and which clearly inform Del 
Rio’s own philosophy, two of which are 
“Work hard” and “Never take a vacation 
(they'll forget about you).” The other 
two pertain to industrial-strength penis 
tucking and how not to die in a medically 
induced coma. 

“Joan was a huge theater fan anda 
lot of opening nights I would see her at 
shows, and she was always gracious 
and took photos,” Del Rio says. “They 
always say never meet your idols, but 
she was the real deal. Funny is funny. 
On the YouTube show she was doing 
right before she died, I was the second- 
to-last interview she did. Right after 
me, it was LeAnn Rimes — so it was 
LeAnn Rimes who killed her, not me.”

Foiling FOSTA

Sex workers generally don’t 
announce that they’re sex workers by 
holding up signs in public and shouting 
their chosen profession in the streets 
on a sunny afternoon. But that was the 
scene of solidarity shown in Oakland 
on Saturday, as about 500 sex workers 
and their allies marshaled downtown 
and marched down 14th Street at this 
past weekend’s Sex Worker Justice 
Now Rally and March. 

There have been June 2 “Internation- 
al Sex Worker Day” observances and ral- 
lies every year going back to the 1970s. 
But this year’s march in Oakland — like 
similar protests Saturday in New York, 
Chicago, and New Orleans — was espe- 
cially urgent in the wake of the recent 
FOSTA and SESTA internet censorship 
legislation that has killed off Craigslist 
Personals and Backpage.com, and robs 
sex workers of the ability to advertise or 
screen clients. 

“We are tired,” says Bay Area pornog- 
rapher and sex worker advocate Nikki 
Darling. “We are tired of our livelihood 
being pushed further and further under- 
ground.” 

The large crowd hoisted signs like 
“The President Pays For Sex, Why Can't 
We?” “Jesus Married a Whore,” and 
“Censor Trump’s Tweets Instead.” The 
turnout of nearly 500 was a nice surprise 
even for the rally’s organizers from the 
sex worker-run clinic St. James Infirma- 
ry and sex workers advocates Bay Area 
Pros Support (BAPS). 

“A longtime Bay Area sex worker said 
to me, I was amazed. Five years ago, there 
would have been 10 of us,” march co-or- 
ganizer and sex-worker advocate Arabelle 
Raphael tells SF Weekly. 

Demonstrators were asked to wear red, 
and they turned out with red umbrellas, 
red roses in their hair, red devil horns, and 
“Glitter Bloc”-sequined red masks like the 
Black Bloc crowd uses to hide their iden- 
tities at protests. But some of the more 
powerful speeches were from those who 
came forward with their identities during 
this dangerous period. 

“You guys know about my story,” said 
Celeste Guap, whose account of being sex- 
ually assaulted and exploited by as many 
as 29 police officers shocked the Bay Area 
in 2016. “That wouldn’t have happened if 
sex work was decriminalized. Had it been 
decriminalized, I wouldn’t have had to have 
free sex with cops.” 

“We need to teach the public the dif- 
ference between sex work and sex traf- 


ficking,” Guap added. “They say they’re 
against sex trafficking. But when you 
take away internet platforms, you drive 
people to pimps and you lose the ability 
to screen clients.” 

Heartbreakingly, Guap’s point was 
driven home the very next morning 
when she was taken into police custody 
and placed on a medical hold after a do- 
mestic-violence call. 

“Police brutality is a huge thing that’s 
been reported to us fairly recently, es- 
pecially since more people are working 
outdoors,” Raphael said. “Police have 
increased their ‘wave a badge, get free 
services. Police abuse is a big thing.” 

This is why BAPS has initiated an 
emergency response fund to support 
disenfranchised sex workers. 

“We realized after FOSTA/SESTA 
that there was so much that needed to 
be done,’ says Bay Area sex worker and 
march co-organizer Maxine Holloway. 
“People had immediate needs, their 
groceries, rent and bills needed to be 
paid, and their income had just been cut 
off. People needed support and advice 
because we are in precarious situations. 
We're trying to keep our people alive and 
OK and safe.” 

Demonstrators shouted chants like 
“FOSTA Won't Fix Shit!” “Don’t Be a Jerk! 
Sex Work Is Work!” and a constantly 
changing refrain of “Sex Worker Rights 
Are Everyone's Rights!” interspersed with 
different endings like “Trans Rights,” 
“Disabled Rights,” “POC Rights,” and “Im- 
migrants’ Rights.” 

“We will not be strong without inter- 
sectional issues, and we need to be visible 
within them,” Holloway told SF Weekly. 

The crowd marched to the Alameda 
Courthouse, where the Warriors “Strength 
in Numbers” banner took on a whole 
different meaning. A diverse roster of sex 
workers spoke out on PA speakers from 
the back of a pickup truck. 

“‘Streetwalkers’ and ‘high-class es- 
corts’ get the most visibility, and people 
think that’s all there is,” Holloway said. 
“But there’s so much in the middle. Peo- 
ple enter the sex trade and stay in the sex 
trade for so many different reasons. All 
of those reasons are completely valid.” 

Curious onlookers snapped cell 
phone pictures, and a few were down- 
right hostile. 

“Your father is Satan! You're going to 
hell!” one motorist yelled at the march- 
ers. Another stopped to argue with pro- 
testers and ended up getting his rear tire 
punctured, and there were verbal reports 
of a demonstrator on a bicycle being hit 
by a car (although not injured). 

These incidents were tame compared 
to the violence seen at other recent Bay 
Area political protests, but underscore 
the regular resentment sex workers face. 

“We will continue to be here, and we 
will never apologize for how we survive,” 
Darling says. “All puns aside, we will not 
take this lying down.”

We’re in 
it for the Kubrick tidbits, and on par 
with Liv & Ingmar’s revelation that the 
director of Persona and The Seventh Seal 
owned a teddy bear is the fact that not 
only was Kubrick a big cat person — 
which, right there, wow — but Kubrick 
asked Vitali to design and build a cat 
compound. That Kubrick was a mer- 
curial asshole is well-documented, 
but he also loved his kitties! Through 
Filmworker Vitali, we learn Kubrick was 
human after all.

For as much of a flaming garbage 
pile of human awfulness as 2018 has 
been, it’s still capable of a few sur- 
prises that don’t make you want to 
grab a razor and go down the road. 
Case in point: a new Jules Feiffer film! 
Yep, that Jules Feiffer, the legendary 


playwright, Village Voice cartoonist, 
and screenwriter of Little Murders and 
Carnal Knowledge. He originally wrote 
the script for Dan Mirvish’s Bernard 
and Huey in the 1980s, based on comic 
characters he created in the 1950s, and 
went on to update it for the 2010s. 
Fastidious pussyhound Bernard (the 
great Jim Rash) is reunited with the 
slovenly Huey (David Koechner) when 
the latter unexpectedly appears on 
Bernard’s doorstep. Once friends in 
college, where they were played by Jay 
Renshaw and Jake O’Connor, their 
power dynamics regarding women 
begin to revert to the old days, espe- 
cially when the 49-year-old Bernard 
becomes involved with Huey’s es- 
tranged, 25-year-old daughter Zelda 
(Mae Whitman). As befitting a film 
written by a playwright and inspired 
by a comic strip that was primarily two 
people talking, Bernard and Huey often 
feels like the series of conversations 
that it is. But most of the running time 
it’s Jim Rash speaking Jules Feiffer’s 
words, which makes 2018 just a little 
more bearable. SC 


Hereditary 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday at the AMC Metreon 16 
and AMC Van Ness 14. 
It’s still a compliment when the 
worst thing you can say about a horror 
film is that its reach exceeds its grasp, 
and Ari Aster’s Hereditary could have 
benefited from a bit more focus on 
the story level. When her mentally 
disturbed mother dies, artist Annie 
(Toni Collette) finds her troubled 
family is beginning to unravel further, 
and she suspects supernatural forces 
are at play around her tween daughter 
Charlie (Milly Shapiro) and teenage 
son Peter (Alex Wolff). Hereditary has 
been compared to The Babadook and 





Cinetic 
It Follows, but it lacks their laser-like 
sense of claustrophobia and tries to go 
into too many directions in its third 
act. Story bloat aside, Hereditary is an 
effective mood piece on the trauma of 
not just familial death, but bad familial 
death — and it makes a strong case for 
some deaths being worse than others. 
Toni Collette’s performance has been 
getting lots of advance buzz, deserved- 
ly, although Hereditary’s true corner- 
stone is Alex Wolff, who does much of 
the emotional heavy lifting as a young 
man who can’t begin to fathom how 
deep his waking nightmare runs. The 
camera often lingers on his expressive 
face long beyond the point of audience 
comfort, and it’s Wolff’s often-word- 
less, always-riveting performance 
which makes Hereditary one of the 
most emotionally harrowing horror 
movies in years. SC 


17th SF DocFest, Week Two 
Now playing at the Roxie, the Brava, 
and the New People Cinema. 
SF DocFest continues into its 
second week with more too-strange- 
to-be-fake journeys through time, 
space, and everything in between. “In 
between” was forever the fate of both 
the short-lived 1999 series Freaks and 
Geeks and its characters, and Brent 
Hodge's Freaks and Geeks: The Docu- 
mentary looks back at the extraordi- 
nary amount of then-unknown talent

From the moment it opened in 
summer 2016, Black Cat drew applause 
for its louche vibe and cocktails and criti- 
cism for its middling food. You have to be 
churlish, a true Tenderloin-phobe, not to 
cheer it on at least a little bit, what with 
the time and energy lavished on its res- 
toration. But when The Saratoga opened 
on Larkin and Post streets later that fall, 
the easy magnificence of its kitchen all 
but subsumed the poor Black Cat, and if 
the Saratoga isn’t a jazz club in any way, 
its bi-level space is just as sexy. 

Opening chef Ryan Cantwell hand- 
ed things over to Alicia Jenish-McCa- 
rron a few months after Black Cat’s 
debut, and now the keys have been 
entrusted to executive creative chef 
and culinary consultant Tu David Phu. 
A Vietnamese-American and Top Chef 
contestant who had previously thrown 
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Second Life 


a pop-up, AN, and worked at Berkeley 
head-to-tail institution Gather, Phu 
has kept the menu manageably trim. 
(It’s still a venue where the primary 
focus is on the music.) The small-and- 
large plate roster now emphasizes the 
classics, but with a peronal touch. It’s 
a tough assignment, no doubt. But on 
the whole, it works. Black Cat’s menu 
encourages you not to waste one of 
your nine lives, and whether this is the 
restaurant’s second or third, it’s follow- 
ing its own advice. 

The oysters are still there, as are the 
deviled eggs. Everyone must decide 
for themselves whether $20 for a sir- 
loin bahn mi two blocks from Saigon 
Sandwich sounds appealing, but at 
least overambitious version-1.0 fail- 
ures like the chicken mattone in pan 
brodo are gone. The adventure pays off 
in the Mayan ceviche tostada ($18), a 
fastidiously sourced amberjack with 


a melt-in-your-mouth texture juxta- 
posed with pounded tomatoes that you 
can easily mistake for tuna in the dark. 
Using their acid in lieu of extra lime is 
a smooth move. 

What doesn’t succeed is the overly 
bitter burrata ($16) with blistered har- 
icot verts, a good idea that sacrifices 
the pure creamy joy of that marvelous 
cheese in search of some indetermi- 
nate higher ideal. But the scallops 
Rockefeller in beurre monté ($28), a 
Colicchio-esque smothering of three 
barely seared mollusks, is expertly han- 
dled — albeit a tad pricey for what you 
end up with. Much more mysterious 
is the California curry ($19), with its 
low-intensity yet hard-to-extinguish 
heat and, owing to all the carrots, its 
comforting pea-soup quality. Graced 
with black rice and just enough co- 
conut to douse the fire, it’s by far the 
most inventive thing on the menu —

and if the butterflied chicken skewers 
sound like a decadent add-on for $9, 
they tie the entire thing together. 

Overall, Black Cat funnels every- 
thing toward the creation and mainte- 
nance of a mood, and that means every 
night might be very different from the 
last. The sticky wicket is that even if 
you sit upstairs at the bar, you're still 
going to hear the performance below 
— only without seeing it. That perfor- 
mance may not even be jazz but folk 
music in a minor key from the Cauca- 
sus, and it can very easily overwhelm 
the empty dining room and any con- 
versation you may be trying to have. 
But like they say, you don’t choose 
cats; cats choose you.

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Go Eat This Now: 
Brain Masala 
at Shalimar

It’s a cold and drizzly night on 
Polk Street and I feel like I'm the only one 
out. The lights and sounds of the Tender- 
loin are at a rare lull, except for the ching- 
ching of registers from takeout 
restaurants. The high demand for eating 
on the couch and bingeing on HBO 
means that many restaurants are empty. 
This is the one meal a week where, in sol- 
itude, I read, relax, and reign as king in 
my empty hall of bliss and bounty. My 
Sunday night sanctuary is Shalimar, and 
it should be yours, too. (The other loca- 
tion, on Jones Street in the Tenderloin, 
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is considerably busier.) 

First things first, Shalimar’s naan 
is crazy good. Once ripped into, the 
moist inside releases enough yeasty 
steam to fill a sauna. It is everything 
naan is supposed to be: massive, 
crunchy, and pillowy — and made only 
seconds prior. To accompany this work 
of art, I start off with the beef jalfrezi 
($8.50), a dish with sautéed tomatoes, 
bell peppers, onions, and “aromatic 
spices like whole cinnamon sticks and 
cloves.” 

The beef marinates and soaks, cre- 
ating an intensely rich, flavorful stew. 
Usually, when eating Indian or Middle 
Eastern food, I gravitate toward goat, 
lamb, or chicken, but this beef has 
become something I crave. The tender 
meat comes in a devilish, bubbling 
sauce. The cloves’ pepperiness stings 
my nostrils as the lava in front of me 
cools off. Once everything is at a safe 
temperature, the bread enters the oily, 
molten pit. The heat and satisfaction 
that comes from that first bite is like 
the first slurp of tomato soup after a 
long day of sledding.

While one of these dishes is plenty 
for anyone, I have never been able to 
choose only one, and what’s the rush 
anyway? Round two is for stepping 
outside of your comfort zone. Tonight 
I’m ordering the brain masala ($9.95), 
which is not for the faint of heart. It 
has the creamy consistency of most 
cerebrums — and I can understand 
why that may be unappealing for some 
people. That said, the sheer amount of 
spices and aromas fuming out of this 
dish will completely take your mind 
of the nature of the meat. The acidic 
tomatoes and onions balance out the 
texture, and the buttery sauce only 
enhances the dish’s decadence. Scoop 
some of that delicious mush on the 
naan and you've got yourself some- 
thing special. It may sound excessively 
adventurous, but if you're going to give 
brain a shot, it might as well be from 
somewhere famous for it. 

As a kid, I always wondered where 
I would be and what I would be doing 
on rainy nights in the big city, once I 
got there. Those nights when you truly

It won’t be fully unveiled until 
Monday, June 25, but the new menu 
at Pacific Cocktail Haven has already 
begun to come together. And like a 
Magic 8-Ball, all signs point to yes. 
Proprietor and mixologist Kevin 
Diedrich has gone to an importer to 
secure plenty of pandan, a Southeast 
Asian herb with an aroma similar to that 
of basmati rice. It’s a vital component 

of the aptly named Jean Claude 

Pandan, and while drinking it is hardly 
a bloodsport, the clarified milk punch 
with cold-brew coffee happens to have 
two rums, cognac, bourbon, and absinthe 
in it. Yet the pandan — also known as 
screwpine — reigns, endowing it with 

a flavor and mouthfeel reminiscent of 

a butterscotch hard candy. It seems 

to seesaw in the mouth, rolling from 
sweetness to a kind of honeyed 
darkness, and the whole thing is of a 
piece with a bar that opened the doors 
with a miso old-fashioned. 

It’s delightful, but this is getting 
ahead of things. Just about two years 
into its existence, after Diedrich trans- 
formed Cantina into P.C.H., it’s finally 
fully come into its own. It came very 
close around the holidays when the 
bar briefly became Miracle, a gleeful- 
ly highbrow-trashy Xmas situation 
with Naughty and Nice shots and 
drinks like a How the Gimlet Stole 
Christmas, enhanced with a cara- 
way-sage-pine cordial. But this new 
menu comes about at the same time 
as a physical change: a new mural. 

Employing local artists in some 
fashion is practically de rigeur, but a 
wall at P.C.H. now looks like a jum- 
ble of barcoded airline luggage tags, 
full of in-jokes and references to the 
spirits and liqueurs that form the 
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Back in Black 
at P.C.H.

backbone of the drinks. It’s got burn 
spots and other weathered patches, 
making it look instantly aged. 
Elsewhere, beauty dominates, as 
in the Back in Black, a black-sesame 
Manhattan running on an AC/DC 
current for a silky texture, heavy on 
the vanilla (and with a sidecar of extra 
booze served in a chilled vessel on the 
side). Or the Lil Tasty, a mix of Espolén 
Blanco, bell pepper, pineapple, serra- 
no, mango, and Hitachino Nest White 
Ale. It looks like a tomato bisque, only 
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thinner — although not by much. Res- 
cued by the serranos, it’s got that vege- 
table-forward flavor profile that makes 
bell peppers so polarizing. 

It gets weirder. Graced with a wedge 
of charred pineapple, the Silk Road is 
made from gin, Japanese curry, soda, 
and infanta lambonog, the fermented 
sap of coconut flowers. Thus combined, 
it may look like a tincture of campfire, 
but it’s surprisingly gentle and round- 
ed, barely equatorial at all. While the

Having just released his fourth solo album, Hot Chip’s Alexis Taylor takes his affect-less voice to a piano-filled 


Show at Great American.

The history of Fleetwood Mac 
is such a maelstrom of addiction, 
bankruptcies, and bitter lovers’ spats 
that it’s hard to pin down exactly what 
led to their early-1980s hiatus and 
subsequent limbo. But it’s safe to say 
that after Lindsey Buckingham, Mick 
Fleetwood, and Stevie Nicks released 
solo albums in 1981, the overall band 
had an increasingly challenging time 
holding things together. 

Although Hot Chip’s precision beats 
sound rather different from Fleetwood 
Mac’s brand of dad-rock, the acts share 
one trait in common. They’re multipo- 
lar projects whose respective members 
have embarked on solo careers only to 
return to the mothership, and for Hot 
Chip co-frontman Alexis Taylor, a pia- 
no-centric independent career is now 
four albums strong. While Beautiful 
Thing, released in April, is certainly not 
a Hot Chip record — based on its dra- 
matis personae alone — it bends back 
toward the source. Taylor’s unmistak- 
able, affect-less voice can give listeners 
the false impression that he’s an art- 
school scenester having a laugh, but 
Beautiful Thing is set up as a vehicle for 
his unabashed love of pop schmaltz. 
It’s very circa-1980 Paul McCartney, 
with the synths that open “Oh Baby” 
sounding like the ex-Beatle’s “Tempo- 
rary Secretary” before diving right into 
Wings territory. 

“A Hot Chip record is Joe [Goddard] 
and I often together at the beginning, 
writing things, and then Al [Doyle] and 
Felix [Martin] are there in the second 
stage of writing and demo-ing,” Taylor 
tells SF Weekly. “There might be some- 
body else, an engineer there, but it’s 
very much a kind of group energy in 
the room.” 

By contrast, for Beautiful Thing, 
Taylor and producer Tim Goldsworthy 
—aDJand recording artist in his own 
right — brought in enough musicians 
to keep the record’s center of gravity 
wholly apart from the Hot Chip canon 
and from Taylor’s previous solo work. 
They don't feel like they’re competing 
for the same space or trying to make 
similar types of records, Taylor says. 

“Also, they don't really feel to me 
like they are in any sense threatening 
to disrupt what Hot Chip does,” he 
adds. “I mean, it’s easy to say that now, 
because I haven’t made any singles 
that have been hits outside of Hot 
Chip. But if I was to do that, or if Joe 





was to do that, I imagine it might feel 
a bit different. You come back to Hot 
Chip wondering whether everyone’s 
unsettled by that — but we’re all friends 
with each other and we've been making 
music together for such a long time.” 

It’s been nearly 20 years, in fact. 
And the enduring connections proba- 
bly can’t be dissevered. Goddard was 
actually involved with “Oh Baby,” and 
Goldsworthy has worked with Hot 
Chip for years — since the time “when 
he still spoke to James Murphy, years 
ago, Taylor says, referring to the LCD 
Soundsystem frontman. (The con- 
nections between the two bands run 
deeper still. Al Doyle plays guitar for Hot 
Chip and tours with LCD, for instance. 
Hot Chip’s cover of Bruce Springsteen’s 
“Dancing in the Dark” segues into LCD’s 
“All My Friends,” and the two acts have 
played the same circuit since at least 
2007, when this writer dashed through 
deep mud from one stage to the next to 
see them play at the short-lived Connect 
Festival in Inveraray, Scotland.) 

But that unique, sad-robot quality 
to Taylor’s voice remains the through- 
line, even on solo efforts like 2016's 
Piano, which was “very down-tempo 
and not electronic pop music.” 

“It had its own territory,’ Taylor 
says. “Sometimes, I think about what 
I’m doing, and whether people are 
aware of it and whether people would 


be more aware of it if I wasn’t known 


for Hot Chip — or whether they’d be 
less aware. It’s kind of hard.” 

To test that a bit, Taylor and 
Goddard once put out an old-school, 
two-sided single (“Doubleshaw’”) 
under the name Booji Boy High, an 
homage to a Devo character that 
George Michael later purloined to 
issue a cover of a Bee Gees song that 
must have gotten Michael entangled 
in contractual difficulties. But it was 
a one-off. 

“Pm kind of comfortable using my 
own name at the moment and just 
getting on being myself,” Taylor says, 
“so ’'m not thinking too much about 
mysterious alter egos.” 

A palpable anxiety about the state 
of music undergirds Beautiful Thing. 
“Home taping is killing music, don’t 
you know?” Taylor sings on “Roll on 
Blank Tapes,” a sort of echo to the 
line “Replace us with the things that 
do the job better” from the Hot Chip 
cut “Huarache Lights.” 

But if you've ever wondered where 
Taylor falls on the irony-sincerity 
scale, Beautiful Thing establishes ex- 
actly which point. Cool geek though 
he is, Taylor likewise insists that he’s 
not being “arch and hipsterish” in 
his presentation — nor does he mind 
that, in the early days at least, many 
people thought a woman was singing 
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on Hot Chip records. 

“T only sing in a way that feels very 
natural and heartfelt to me,” he says. 
“IT don’t try and put on a kind of grav- 
elly voice, and I don’t think that being 
soulful means you have to sing like 
Otis Redding or Billie Holiday.” 

Conceding that there are some 
American tonalities and pronuncia- 
tions that creep into his vocal style 
— and which don’t match his British 
speaking voice — he believes the 
voice that most closely matches his in 
timbre is trumpet player Chet Baker, 
whose vocals were criticized for being 
“un-slick.” 

Referring to the lead singer of Big 
Star, Taylor says that “Alex Chilton’s 
voice I kind of feel close to, and Paul 
McCartney’s as well. And Crystal Gay- 
le, the female country singer. 

“I don’t really sound, to me, like any 
of these people,” he adds. “I certainly 
don’t try and sound like that, but I can 
hear occasionally somebody go, ‘Oh, 
you remind me of Paul Carrack.’ Or, 
“You remind me of Paul Simon.’ Or Paul 
McCartney. Any Paul will do.”

Production trio The Glitch Mob set the standard in live electronic music, with a colossal new setup.

It’s impossible to question what 
a “live electronic” show ought to look like 
after seeing The Glitch Mob perform. 

“You can’t tell us that we’re not 
musicians or we're not playing real 
music,” says Josh Mayer, better known 
as Ooah. “We'll show you exactly how 
we do it.” 

The influential production trio, 
champions of L.A.’s beat scene, per- 
form in a complex stage setup they 
dub “The Blade 2.0,” a cyberpunk-in- 
spired contraption that includes cus- 
tom touchscreen MIDI controllers and 
towering synchronized lights designed 
to resemble what looks like a futuristic 
spaceship. It’s an evolution from the 
original Blade found on The Glitch 
Mob’s 2014 tour. 

“That’s really the DNA of the whole 
thing,” Justin Boreta says. “It has just 
gotten bigger and badder and louder 
and crazier. It has allowed us to play 
our music in more dynamic ways.” 

Indeed, the trio has come a long 
way since their formation in 2006, 
when they played a renegade street 
show outside of Amoeba Records on 
Haight Street, which earned them an 
$80 ticket. 
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“It was at a time when electronic 
music was seen more as a fringe sort 
of rave thing. It was certainly not 
mainstream at all,” Boreta recalls. 

“We were off in our own corner of this 
abject part of musical society. But we 
wanted to go out and say that ‘No, this 
is actually music, too.’ ” 

Challenging the notion that elec- 
tronic music is not “real” music is a 
task The Glitch Mob tackles not only 
with conviction, but optimism. 

“We are products of early music 
tech. The fact that we can play is only 
possible because of computers and 
software like Ableton,” Boreta ex- 
plains. “As the technology gets stron- 
ger, as the tools become more evolved, 
it’s easier for people who never called 
themselves a musician to become in- 
volved in the music-creation process. 
We love that the music production 
process has been liberated from major 
labels and big studios, and it’s easy for 
anyone to get involved.” 

After finishing the tour behind 
their sophomore album, Love Death 
Immortality, The Glitch Mob took time 
to work on side projects while coming 
up with ideas for their third album, 
See Without Eyes. 

“There’s a lot of phases when 


writing our music,” Mayer explains. 
“There’s no hard, ‘this is how we do it’ 
kind of technique we have. We love to 
experiment — trial and error and stuff 
like that.” 

See Without Eyes is a decidedly 
slower and moodier excursion com- 
pared to the epic, stadium-filling 
anthems of their past two releases, 
but not at the expense of their signa- 
ture grit, showcasing their improved 
pop-songwriting capabilities with 
collaborations from vocalists such as 
Elohim and Tula. 

“All of the collaborations we have 
done naturally or organically came 
about,” Edward Ma, better known as 
edIT, explains. “That’s when a lot of 
the best art happens — when it’s not 
something that is strategically engi- 
neered for a lot of hits or whatever.” 

“The process is very easygoing on 
our end,” Mayer says. “We always give 
what we have created up to that point 
to our collaborators, and let them run 
with it however they want, and then 
they give it back and we work from 
there. Letting artists do their art is re- 
ally when you get the best results.” 

When speaking of The Do Lab and 
their annual Lightning in a Bottle 
festival — which they play every year 
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either as The Glitch Mob or via a side 
project — the trio does not deny its 
importance, with Ma proclaiming, 
“This is the one festival we actually 
look forward to attending.” 

Boreta furthers the sentiment, 
explaining, “The crew has been an 
integral part of our formation as 
artists. The reason why the festival 
is so important to us is the sense of 
community they have here, the sense 
of DIY ownership over the art projects, 
and the ethos of wild creativity that 
is also woven into what we do, so we 
have a shared root system with them 
that gives us a really close kinship to 
the whole project.” 

At the end of the day, it is The 
Glitch Mob’s dedicated fanbase that 
gives the trio the motivation to prog- 
ress and evolve as artists — which 
they’re sure to do on their newly 
announced North American tour. 
(No Bay Area date has yet been set, 
however.) 

“The energy that the fans give us 
back is ultimately the true inspira- 
tion,” Ma says. “The fans are what 
bring the whole Glitch Mob experience 
to life, and they are why we do it.”

For 
DRAMA, the Chicago 
duo comprised of 
vocalist Via Rosa and 
producer Na’el She- 
hade, their natural 
fusion of smooth 
R&B with sweeping 


dance rhythms displays authentic confidence as they navigate unexplored 
soundscapes. Prior to forming DRAMA, neither was a stranger to the mu- 
sic world, as Rosa’s parents were longtime reggae musicians who inspired 
her to release her own music at a young age, and Shehade licensed his own 
music to TV networks when he was 16, along with production credit on 
Chance the Rapper’s seminal Acid Rap mixtape. Meeting through fellow 
Chicago genre-bender Jean Deaux, Rosa and Shehade quickly began work- 
ing together in the studio, releasing their inaugural EP “Gallows” in 2016, 
giving listeners a satisfying taste of what the duo labels “happy-sad music.” 
Standout track “Forever’s Gone” highlights Rosa’s impressive vocal capa- 
bilities backed by punchy beats and smile-inducing synths, operating in a 
similar upbeat-melancholic mindset as short-lived ’80s synth-pop duo Ya- 
zoo. After spending most of 2017 in the studio, Rosa and Shehade have re- 
turned with their excellent new EP Lies After Love. A decidedly darker turn 
than their last outing, Lies After Love is a lusciously produced whirlwind of 
sultry R&B and spacious electronica.

Any artist who has the 
distinction of being one 
of Warp Records’ first 
signees is obviously a 
game-changer to some 
extent, but Nightmares 
on Wax is still releasing 
music that sounds just 
as ahead of its time as it 
did 30 years ago. Start- 
ing out in 1988 as a DJ 
duo between producers 


George Evelyn and John Halnon, and later Kevin Harper, Nightmares on 
Wax initially earned attention in their native Leeds club circuit, playing 
bizarre mixes of soul, funk, hip-hop, metal, punk, and whatever else to 
stunned audiences. The young Nightmares on Wax and newly founded 
Warp Records came together in 1989 to release the duo’s debut single “Dex- 
terous,” which put both Nightmares on Wax and Warp on the map in the 
frontier of experimental electronic music. By the time Nightmares on Wax’s 
acclaimed sophomore album Smokers Delight graced the ears of trip-hop- 
pers around the world, the “group” anointed Evelyn as its sole permanent 
member, along with musician Robin Taylor-Firth as a frequent collaborator, 
and comfortably transitioned from a DJ group to a live band with electronic 
elements. Today, Nightmares on Wax is the longest-surviving Warp artist, 
influencing later envelope-pushers like Flying Lotus and Hudson Mohawke.

I can think of that 
sounds really danger- 
ous, Iceage has proven 
in their decade of 
existence that there is 





more substance to their brooding post-punk than their rough and detached 
exterior would lead one to assume. The Copenhagen quartet formed in 
2008 when all four members were frustrated teenagers who found inspi- 
ration in New York no-wave groups like Mars and avant-punk bands like 
Crass. Iceage’s 2011 debut album New Brigade introduced listeners to the 
blistering exuberance this young band could provoke, mixed with moody 
goth undertones. The group soon gained a reputation for their proudly 
chaotic and occasionally violent live shows, along with infamously awkward 
interviews, all of which earned frontman Elias Bender Rgennenfelt the title 
of “Rock’s Most Difficult Frontman” by The Fader. Iceage’s newly released 
fourth album Beyondless hears the band expanding into new sonic territory 
that incorporates elements of jazz and pop, but not at the expense of their 
now trademark ferocity. The band’s eagerness to develop their sound shows 
how Iggy Pop’s proclamation of Iceage being the only “dangerous” punk 
band is true, but perhaps in a different manner than he originally intended.

I’ve been married to my husband for two years. 
Five months into our relationship (before we got 
married), he confessed that he was an adult baby. I 
was so grossed out, I was literally ill. (Why would 
this great guy want to be like this?) I told him he 
would have to choose: diapers or me. He chose me. 
I believed him and married him. Shortly before the 
birth of our child, I found out that he’d been look- 
ing at diaper porn online. I lost it. He apologized 
and said he’d never look at diaper porn again. 
Once I was free to have sex again after the birth, 
it was like he wasn t into it. When I asked what the 
deal was, he told me he wasnt into sex because 
diapers weren t involved. I broke down, and he 
agreed to talk to a counselor. But on the day we 
were supposed to go, he was mad about every little 
thing I did and then said he wasnt going! I went 
crazy and called his mom and told her everything, 
and she said she found a diaper under his bed 
when he was 7! After this crisis, he agreed to work 
things out, but then I found adult-size diapers in 
the house—and not for the first time! I took a pic- 
ture and sent it to him, and he told me that he was 
tired of me controlling him and he is going to do 
this when he wants. He also said he was mad at me 
for telling his mom. I told him no, absolutely not, 
he cannot do this. Then I found adult-size diapers 
in the house again this morning and freaked out. 
He says he never wants to discuss diapers with me 
again, and I’m afraid he might choose them over 
me! Please give me advice on how to make him un- 
derstand that this is not him! This is who he choos- 
es to be! And he doesnt have to be this way! 

Married A Disgusting Diaper Lover 


First, MADDL, let’s calmly discuss this with a 
shrink. 

“There’s a fair bit of controversy over whether 
people can suppress fetishistic desires like this— 
and whether it’s healthy to ask them to do so,” said 
Dr. David Ley, a clinical psychologist, author, and 
AASECT-certified sex therapist. “Personally, I 
believe in some cases, depending on the support of 
their environment and personal relationships, it is 
possible, but only when these desires are relatively 
mild in intensity.” 

Your husband’s interest in diapers—which 
would seem to go all the way back to at least age

Now let’s bring in a voice you rarely hear when 
diaper fetishists are being discussed: an actual dia- 
per fetishist. 

“The common misconception with ABDL 
(adult baby diaper lovers) is that they are into in- 
appropriate things—like having an interest in chil- 
dren—and this couldn’t be more wrong,” said Pup 
Jackson, a twentysomething diaper lover and kink 
educator. “AB is not always sexual. Sometimes it’s 
a way for a person to disconnect from their adult 
life and become someone else. With DLs, they 
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aren’t necessarily into age play—they enjoy dia- 
pers and the way they feel, much like people enjo: 
rubber, Lycra, or other materials. To understand h¢ 
husband, MADDL needs to ask questions about 
why her husband enjoys diapers and figure out ho 
to deal with it—because a lot of people want/need 
these kinds of outlets in their life.” 

Okay, MADDL, now it’s time for me to share 
my thoughts with you, but—Christ almighty—I 
hardly know where to begin. 

“Great guys” can be into diapers; this is not 
who your husband “chooses to be,” since people 
don’t choose their kinks any more than they choos 
their sexual orientation; outing your husband to 
his mother was unforgivable and could ultimately 
prove to be a fatal-to-your-marriage violation of 
trust; a counselor isn’t going to be able to reach 
into your husband’s head and yank out his kink. ( 
absolutely hate that therapists are seen as sexual 
enforcers who are supposed to carve away any 
undesirable sexual interests and make people ‘nor 
mal,’” said Dr. Ley.) 

You’re clearly not interested in understanding 
your husband’s kink, per Pup Jackson’s advice, nc 
are you open to working out an accommodation 
that allows your husband to explore his kink on 
his own, per Dr. Ley’s advice. Instead you’ve con: 
vinced yourself that if you pitch a big enough fit, 
your husband will choose a spouse who makes hit 
feel terrible about himself over a kink that gives 
him pleasure. And that’s not how this is going to 
play out. 

Your husband told you he was into diapers 
before he married you—he laid his kink cards on 
the table at five months, long before you scramble 
your DNA together—and he backed down when 
you freaked out. He may have thought he could 
choose you over his kink, MADDL, but now he 
knows what Dr. Ley could’ve told you two before 
the wedding: Suppressing a kink just isn’t possi- 
ble. So if you can’t live with the diaper lover you 
married—if you can’t accept his kink, allow him 
to indulge it on his own, and refrain from blowing 
up when you stumble onto any evidence—do that 
diaper-loving husband of yours a favor and divorc 
him.
